Two  or  three  of 
them  afterwards  came  to  me  at  Madura,  where 
lh  -ir  caure  was  in  the  court.  I  repeated  to  them 
wh  t  1  had  told  them  on  the  former  interview,  af¬ 
ter  which,  though  they  were  somewhat  discoura¬ 
ged,  they  still  expre.ssed  their  willingness  to  come 
under  my  care.  1  would  therefore  on  my  return

A  few  months  since,  I  exchanged  pulpits  with 
one  of  my  clerical  brethren.  Just  before  the  mor¬ 
ning  service,  a  stranger,  apparently  two  or  three 
and  twenty,  entered  the  vestry,  and  in  the  name  of 
the  chorister,  requested  the  psalms  and  hymns  for 
the  day.  There  was  something  in  the  deep  but 
gentle  tones  of  his  voice,  something  in  the  glad 

solemnity  of  his  eye,  that  arrested  my  attention. _ 

And  there  was  in  his  manners  and  whole  appear¬ 
ance  such  s  mixture  of  dignity  and  humility,  that  I 
found  myself,  as  it  were,  involuntarily  drawn  tow¬ 
ards  him.
